Nutrition to be offered in schools 


federally funded, state managed 
program for nutrition education in pub¬ 
lic schools is going to be offered this 
fall to Lee County students. 

The program, which begins October 
1, will have representatives from lo¬ 
cal health departments going into the 
schools to educate students on good 
nutrition and physical activity. 

“The Kentucky River District Health 
Department - Lee County is very 
pleased to have the opportunity to pro¬ 
vide nutrition education to students in 
our public schools,” said Lee County 
Health Center County Coordinator 
Vivian Smith. “Prevention educa¬ 
tion is one of public health’s primary 
functions. Our trained staff of nurses, 
dietitians and health educators is very 
excited and looking forward to working 
on specific programs to put into place 
in our schools. Improving food choices 
and becoming more active will make a 
significant improvement in the health 
and prosperity of our communities.” 

“Providing proper nutrition educa¬ 
tion to students at an early age will go 
a long way to help combat Kentucky’s 
high obesity rates,” said Kentucky 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services 
Secretary Audrey Tayse Hanes. “The 
earlier we can reach children and teach 


the importance of proper nutrition 
and physical activity, the greater the 
likelihood they will adopt a lifetime of 
healthy eating and active living.” 

There are three behaviors and prac¬ 
tices that are going to be stressed to 
the students: 

- Make half you plate fruits and veg¬ 
etables, at least half your grains whole 
grains, and switch to fat-free or low-fat 
milk and milk products; 

- Increase physical activity and reduce 
time spend in sedentary behaviors as 
part of a healthy lifestyle; and 

- Maintain appropriate calorie balance 
during each stage of life—childhood, 
adolescence, adulthood, pregnancy and 
breastfeeding, and advanced age. 

“Sometimes children can be the best 
teachers, so our hope is that they will 
pass on to their parents some of what 
they have learned at school about the 
importance of nutrition and physical 
activity,” said Teresa James, acting 
commissioner of the Department for 
Community based services. “If chil¬ 
dren ask their parents to serve more 
fruits and vegetables, or take a walk 
instead of watching TV and the parents 
comply, this effort can benefit the entire 
household—just look at the influence 
children have had on recycling.” 



Former Breathitt school chief 


might plead guilty 


Indication was given last week that 
former Breathitt County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Arch Turner might plead guilty 
to vote buying charges he faces in federal 
court. 

Turner’s attorney filed a motion for re¬ 
arraignment last Thursday, July 12, on five 
counts named in his indictment. 

Motions for re-arraignment usually in¬ 
dicate that the defendant wishes to change 
his/her plea from not guilty to guilty. 


Those motions, however, usually say that 
explicitly. This one did not. 

The indictment alleges that Turner was 
involved in a vote-buying scheme in the 
May 2010 primary in the county. 

He has been charged with trying to influ¬ 
ence a witness; conspiring to buy votes; 
providing money to buy votes; getting 
a witness to lie; and lying himself to an 
FBI agent. 

He resigned from his office in May.

Village post office comes to St. Helens 

The U. S. Postal Service will open 
a Village Post Office July 31 at Sue’s 
Pantry in St. Helens. It will be the third 
of its kind in the state. 

Village Post Offices (VPO) are in 
response to the poor financial condi¬ 
tion in which the service finds itself. 

It is reducing hours at traditional post 
offices and moving to the VPOs. 

VPOs are in existing businesses, 
town halls and government centers. 

They will provide a specific range of 
services that include the sale of first- 
class postage stamps, offering priority 


mail, and accepting mail. 

The state’s first VPO was in Toma¬ 
hawk, and the second is opening this 
week in Lynnville.

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Daniel Boone 
National Forest 
lifts fire ban 


Due to recent rainfall, the 
ban prohibiting campfires and 
other open flames outside of 
developed recreation areas 
in the Daniel Boone National 
Forest is now lifted. The ban 
was issued last month due to 
drought conditions across the 
forest. 

“We urge forest visitors to 
continue using caution with 
fire,” said Deputy Forest Su¬ 
pervisor Bill Lorenz. 

“While the recent rains were 
beneficial and reduced the risk 


for wildfire, the precipitation 
level for this region remains 
below normal. 

“Our fire management of¬ 
ficials will continue to monitor 
the drought situation across 
the forest,” added Lorenz. 
Most counties in the national 
forest area have also lifted fire 
bans declared last month. 

A separate ban prohibiting 
fireworks in the Daniel Boone 
National Forest remains in 
effect.

I kept paying attention and 
noticed there were other parts 
of the city “South Boston, 
Chestnut Hill”, etc... which 
all were working to market 
their neighborhoods. Again, 
these are neighborhoods, all 
in the same city, but each 
unique in itself with its own 
personality and charm. The 
local business owners, land¬ 
lords, and residents had to 
work together to make their 
few blocks unique and con¬ 
venient to make their qual¬ 
ity of life what they wanted. 

It made me think about 
New York. Even deeper than 
the five boroughs (Manhat¬ 
tan, Brooklyn, Bronx, Stat¬ 
en Island, Queens, there are 
places in Manhattan like “ 
Alphabet City, Hell’s Kitchen, 
Greenwich Village, etc...” 
which, like Boston, are unique 
communities which live in¬ 
side the larger communities. 

This started me contemplat¬ 
ing Beattyville and Lee County

BONE DRUGS MAY HURT EYES 


Women who are taking 
drugs to prevent bone-thinning 
osteoporosis should be aware 
that they may be at increased 
risk for developing serious 
inflammatory eye disease. 
Researchers have found that 
women taking bisphosphonates 
for the first time had a 45 
percent increased risk of 
developing uveitis and scleritis. 
(Uveitis is inflammation of the 
middle layer of the eye, and 
scleritis is inflammation of 
the outer wall of the eye.) 
Although rare, some cases 
may result in blindness, but 
prompt medical treatment may 
reverse the blinding symptoms 
once the women stop taking the 
drugs. While bisphosphonates 
are generally safe, patients 
with previous histories of 
inflammatory eye disease or 
new symptoms should be quick 
to take action.
